They loft their names and money 
for what they took, and told the train hands 
that the railroad company could arrest them 
if it wanted to. 
Some of the farm ers live 
fifty and seventy-five miles truiu tho ra il­ 
road, and great suffering has b een tho result 
of the lack of fuel 
The settlers complain 
that as the railroad owns the coal mines in 
Colorado they are at the mercy of »’ e mo­ 
nopoly, and that they can not g^t enough 
fuel to keep their families warm.

igan, and addresses were made by Rev. Will 
iam E. Dodge, president of tho alliance 
Rev. John Jay, of New York, and Bishop 
Andrews, of this city, who said: 
“There 
are many subjacts on which legislation is 
needed. 
But congress itself is corrupt. How 
can a fountain rise higher than its source? 
Congress is as good as the people, and the 
people should bo mado better.” 
He was followed by Rev. Daniel Dorchester, 
D. D., of Boston (Methodist.) 
Ho referred at 
length to Anarchy as one of the greatest evils 
of city life, and then Rev. Simon J. M cPher­ 
son, D. D. (Presbyterian), of Chicago, drew 
a yivid picture of the evil influences of city 
life. 
Tho influence of cities was widespread. 
Now York controls tho thought of nearly the 
whole country. 
Tho influence of W ashing­ 
ton is felt in every newspaper in every city 
in the country. 
There never was a country 
with so large an alien population. 
And the 
worst classes settle in the cities. 
The Ger 
mans are the most persistent and successful 
colonists. 
The question was whether we 
should assimilate tho Germans or the Ger­ 
mans assimilate us. He condemned tho strug­ 
gle for wealth, the craza for “speculation 
which hasteth to be rich and hath an evil 
eye.” 
It was also tho cause of Anarchy, 
with which Chicago alone had properly dealt 
Bishop A rthur Cleveland Coxe, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., road a paper at the evening sossion on 
‘ U ltram ontan'sm .” 
Ho condemned the re- 
ceht proposal to send a papal nuncio to this 
country, and tho presence of a cardinal, who 
was a prince of the church bound by ties to 
a foreign power by which no American had 
a right to be bound. 
He was followed by 
Rev. Dr. M cArthur, of Now York, on “The 
Saloon.” 
lie said th at the saloons were the 
school of Anarchy, where all bad schemes 
were hatched and carried out.

That primitive instrument, tho banjo, 
has lately obtained a renewal of its popu­ 
larity among the society women of Bos­ 
ton. 
A lady of my acquaintance whom 
ventured to chaff mildly on the subject 
a day or two ago took what I said quite 
seriously. 
“W hy,” said she, as she ran 
her fingers over the catgut strings, “ if 
antiquity implies respectability, the banjo 
should be the most venerated of musical 
contrivances. 
I have been looking lip 
the matter recently, so I can sjieak of it 
as one who knows. 
Pictures of the 
banjo, in a modified form, are found 
upon the Egyptian and Assyrian monu­ 
ments built forty centuries ago, and 
something very like it was used on festive 
occasions by the ancient Hebrews. 
Im­ 
agine, if you please, that dignified gen­ 
tleman Moses engaged in strumming a 
lymn tune upon tho melodious sheep­ 
skin! 
But, as well as I can make out, the 
original banjo, os invented by the savage 
natives of Africa, was simply a gourd 
with a skin and the intestines of some 
animal stretched across it. 
In this shape 
it is still employed by the cannibals of 
the interior to make music at their ban­ 
quets. 
I myself have seen banjos of a 
precisely similar construction played upon 
jy negroes in the south. 
I have no 
doubt they brought the banjo with them 
in this undeveloped condition from their 
own country. 
Presumably it became 
what it is at presont through the applica­ 
tion to it of principles already familiar in 
the guitar. 
Now you know everything I 
have been able to read up on the subject. 
I should add, however, that the Egypt­ 
ian banjo had four strings, with a fretted 
'finger board and parchment head.” 
Henceforth I vow that I will never 
Bpeak otherwiso than with the utmost 
respect of this chosen instrument of nig­ 
ger minstrelsy.—Iiene Bache in New Or­ 
leans Picayune.

T R Y IN G T H E N ERV ES. 


An En to n io lo g lit* » Feelin g * W h ile » T a­ 
ra n tu la W rm C raw lin g Ov er Ilia Face. 
Out on Dearlxim avenue, near Lincoln 
park, lives a man whose hobby is bu^s— 
not live bugs with vicious teeth and viru­ 
lent fangs, but bugs impaled uj>on pieces 
of cardboard and kept in glass cases. 
Herbert Edgerton, the jxwsessor of the 
collection, was at home when the re­ 
porter called upon him the other day. 
He conducted [the visitor to a cozy little 
den in the rear of the house, which was 
fitted up with a number of cabinets, the 
doors of which were appropriately let­ 
tered. 
“ I ’ve lots of specimens, ” said he, 
“ but here is one that I value al>ovc all 
others, though it is not at all rare.” Mr. 
Edgerton took a piece of cardlx>ard from 
the cabinet and placed it ui>on the table. 
Pinned to it was a large hairy spider 
which was easily recognized as a taran­ 
tula. 
“ I was at Camp Grant, A. T., 
three summers 
ago,” continued 
the 
speaker, “ visiting a cousin of mine who 
is in the army. 
One day, while we were 
out shooting, I lay down in the sand to 
get a few moments’ rest 
W e had rid­ 
den a good many miles that day, and as 
I was ahead of the rest of the party I 
thought I would wait for them to come 
up. 
So I tethered my horse and was 
soon stretched at full length upon the 
sand. 
I fell into a sort of a doze and 
was awakened by a horrible feeling on 
my face. 
You know a man’s mind acts 
quickly under such circumstances, and 
it didn’t take me an instant to realize 
that a tarantula was crawling over my 
lace. 
If be stung me I knew I was a 
dead man, but it* he simply crawled over 
my fact- and away into the sand I would 
suffer no ill results. 
My only recourse 
was to keep perfectly quiet and trust to 
luck, for as soon as I moved the chances 
were that the poison would penetrate 
the skin and lie coursing through my 
veins. 
“ I closed my eyes and stopped breath­ 
ing. so fearful was I that the tarantula 
would be disturbed. Each one of his feet 
felt like a red hot iron, and seemed to Ik; 
burning a deep hole in my cheek. 
The 
tarantula didn’t seem to be in the least 
burry, as lie remained nearly a minute 
upon my face, and I was on the point of 
brushing him oif with my hand and tak­ 
ing chances of being bitten, when he 
crawled oiT. 
I lay perfectly still for a 
moment, and when I got to my feet I was 
trembling so violently that I couldn’t un­ 
tether the horse. 
A big draught from a 
ilask of brandy soon pulled me together, 
and I determined to get that tarantula 
for my collection. I fastened a small two 
tined fork to a ramrod which I used for 
that purpose, and started after the bug. 
I impaled him without any trouble, and 
he now has the place of honor in my col­ 
lection. 
I wouldn’t pass another minute 
like that, though, for all the collections in 
the world. 
“ Here,’’continued Mr. Edgerton, point­ 
ing to an insect nearly four inches in 
length, “ is a rare specimen. 
It is an 
elephant beetle—the largest of the Scara- 
bseus family. 
South Africa is the only 
place where it is found, and there are but 
few specimens in this country. This was 
hent to me by a friend of mine who is a 
great traveler and who has been in every 
inhabitable country in the world. 
Cen­ 
tipedes are common enough, but this one 
here,” taking a cardboard from one of 
the cabinets, “ was a murderer. 
Several 
years ago I passed several days in a hotel 
in Albuquerque, N. M. 
Though it was 
nothing but a ’dobe building, there were 


a number of prominent people there, 
among them being a family of rich Mex­ 
icans by the name of Alvuare*. 
One of 
the daughters of Alvuarei—a beautiful 
girl about IS —awakened the nurse one 
night with a loud scream. 
How it hap­ 
pened no one knows, but in some way a 
centipede had found its way into her lied 
and stung her. 
All the known restora­ 
tives were applied, but the poor girl did 
not recover. 
The centipede was found 
and killed, and I begged it for my collec­ 
tion, 
As you can see, it is not a very 
good sjKcimen, as it is badly mangled; 
but I prize it for its history. 
I ’ve a great 
many more specimens,” concluded Mr. 
Edgerton, “ but these are the only ones 
which have any particular story connect­ 
ed with them.”
